REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 8-1 9, and 21 -24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner 
agrees with those arguments presented by applicant. In particular the applicant now 
requires that the vessel contain a delivery head that has a capacity for flow rates in the 
claimed conditions of gas and liquid pressures in this specific volumetric ratio. 
Furthermore, the requirement that the vessel create specific back pressures was also 
not found in the prior art of record.
